THE MATTER OF IRRIGATION. 
One of the most important subjects 
to the inhabitants of the State is that 
of irrigation. The dryness of the nt- 
mosphereand total lack of rain for at 
least eight months during each year, 
render it necessary to moisten the soil 
for agricultural purposes by artificial 
means. In this regard California is 
not an exceptional State, for the in­ 
habitants of Colorado ana Texas, situ­ 
ated on the eastern slope of the con ­ 
tinent, find it necessary to tesort to 
the same means. Many portions of 
the old world have been irrigated for 
thousands of years; and frequently in 
those sections where moisture is se­ 
cured by artificial means, the highest 
civilization among men, and the larg­ 
est product from the soil, have been 
secured. Indeed, the belief is fast ob­ 
taining that the svstems of irriga­ 
tion would he highly beneficial in 
regions where rains are common dur­ 
ing the entire year, for the reason 
that drouths would then be guarded 
against, and crops could be furnished 
with water at suitable times without 
taking chances with the precarious 
water-fall from the clouds. 
In our State the utilizing of the 
water should be connected with an­ 
other object besides the important 
matter of irrigation. The general in­ 
cline of the earth’s surface from the 
mountains to the ocean suggests the 
practicability of using the water-flow 
not only for agricultural purposes, but 
for the turning of thousands of suita­ 
bly constructed waterwheels, which 
could be connected with machinery of 
an almost infinite variety—woolen 
mills for cleansing and weaving our 
home wool product could be introduc­ 
ed along these canals, as well as flour­ 
ing mills and factories of all kinds. 
If the committee selected by the re- 
,cent Irrigation Convention, at Los 
Angeles, will successfully urge upon 
the attention of the forth-coming Leg­ 
islature the utilizingof the coast water- 
flow for manufacturing purposes, they 
will accomplish a lasting blessing to 
the State, both for the present and fu­ 
ture generations.—[Real Estate Re­ 
porter.

Jupiter Pluvius. 
A plenteous harvest and a fruitful 
year! The rain, the beautiful, benell- 
cent rain is falling, and the grangers 
great gathering will probably be held 
at Los Nietos to-day, under the kind­ 
ly auspices of their best friend, Jupi­ 
ter Pluvius. 
Yesterday afternoon 
about throe o’eloek, the second rain of 
the season began. Every indication 
is given that we may expect an 
abundant harvest throughout the 
whole of Southern California. To-days 
rain, should it continue, will spoil the 
pleasure of the San Diegans at the 
races (if the clouds extend so far), and 
will mar the out door festivities of the 
grangers; nevertheless, it is a joyous 
healthy fall, and the thirsty earth 
sucks it in and the dusty orange leaves 
lift up their heads and all nature 
pruioisea shortly to rejoice in a lively 
tm rment of dewy green. 
A (ioou share of the news telegraphed 
us to Cuban ultairs is sensational. 
There are two parties in New York and 
Washington constantly engaged in 
manufacturing excitement. One is 
composed of those Interested in Cuban 
bonds, and the other of those who favor 
a war for Cuban annexation. There 
is another class who would libe to see 
war, because of the opportunity to ac­ 
quire wealth, and glory. It is said 
these classes are busy among the Con­ 
gressmen, as the latter arrive, endeav­ 
oring to persuade them that the coun­ 
try is terribly excited, and that a 
speedy declaration of war ought to fol­ 
low the assembling of Congress. 
It is not strange in these critical 
times that mercantile establishments 
conducted on purely worldly princi­ 
ples, should be harnygtscd with finan­ 
cial difficulties, but that a heavenly 
institution should come to grief is 
startling. Nevertheless, Zion’s Co­ 
operative Association of Salt Lake is 
in trouble, with liabilities of a million, 
and all Brigham’s special revela­ 
tions do not seem to make up for a 
lack of funds. 
• G EX. Sherman reports that the army 
only lacks 490 men of numbering the 
lull 30,000 allowed by law, but that 
owing to absence, sickness, details, 
«•tc., the effective force is only about 
9,000, and asks Congress to authorize 
an increase. It occurs to us that a 
state of discipline that makes less than 
one man in three available, stands in 
need of improvement, before it is al­ 
lowed more material to work on.

The Mutual Aid. 
Yesterday was issued the first num­ 
ber of a new monthly paper styled 
“ The Mutual Aid.” It Is edited by 
Mr. L. M. Holt, the genial and talent­ 
ed secretary of the Southern Mutual 
AM Association. The typography was 
executed in the H er a ld job rooms, 
and of its appearance we are not 
ashamed. Let it speak for itself in re­ 
gard to its purposes : 
Wc to-day present to the public, the 
first ’ issue of the Mutual Aid. It 
will be issued hereafter on the first of 
each month. The object of its publi­ 
cation is to make the public acquainted 
with the syste'm of mutual protection, 
that enables persons to secure all the 
advantages of life insurance without 
being subjected to the extortionate 
rates charged by the high-priced Life 
Insurance companies. This system is 
a substitute for life insurance, but not 
life insurance itself. This Association 
makes provisions for dependent fami­ 
lies and others in case of death, on the 
same principle that Odd Fellows and 
other seeret Orders make provisions 
for their members in case or sickness. 
The State Grange of Iowa employs 
six general deputies, whose entire bus­ 
iness it is to visit Granges, instruct 
them in the unwritten work, and see 
that members get the full benefits 
arising from their membership. Such 
u system is sadly needed in California. 


Mammoth Growths. 
The r("ource« of Los Angeles county 
are blit just being developed. "Where* 
ever land can be irrigated there vege­ 
tation springs forth, probably more 
rapidly than la any other portion of 
the United States. On a recent tour 
of the county during, which time we 
visited nearly every neighborhood, 
and were brought into direct contact 
with farmers every day, we noted 
many instances where vegetation had 
produced almost marvelous results— 
some of which we give below. 
In the Compton settlement, along 
the San Gabriel river, from El Monte 
to the College, in the Gospel Swamp 
settlement, and in other localities 
we saw corn which would produce a 
hundred and fifty bushels to the acre; 
most of the ears in some fields would 
be four or five feet above the reach of 
a tall man, and many stalks would be 
twenty feet in height. One hundred 
bushels to the aero was quite n com­ 
mon crop. 
On the farm of J. J. Welch, who re­ 
silles in Gospel Swamp, we found a 
beet that weighed two hundred and 
thirty pounds. In the front yard of 
Mr. Carter, who resides near the Col­ 
lege—Los Nietos settlement—we saw a 
beet so large that we dare not esti­ 
mate its size. We regret since leav­ 
ing there that we did not measure its 
circumference. 
At Mr. Layman’s, in Gospel Swamp, 
we saw two pumpkins, one of which 
weighed 201 pounds, and the other 218. 
These two specimens grew within two 
rods of each other. 
At one place, just west of Anaheim, 
we ate grapes from a vine that grew 
from a cutting put out last Spring. 
, Mr. Parker, who resides some two 
miles east of Anaheim, showed us a 
grape vine over eighteen feet in 
length, which grew from « cutting put 
out sixteen months previous. 
On the ranch of B. D. Wilson, in 
the San Gabriel Valley, we saw a 
Cono orange tree, six years old next 
Spring from the seed, that had over 
fifty oranges; last year it produced over 
twenty. 
On the ranch of Wm. D. Faris, at 
Florence, are to be seen accacia trees 
twenty feet high only eighteen months 
from the seed; these trees have grown 
without irrigation. 
On another farm belonging to Mr. 
Faris, near Los Neitos, an Early June 
apple tree, gave one good crop of 
apples last June, and another crop of 
June apples in November. The blos­ 
soms for the second crop appeared on 
the tree after the first crop had been 
gathered. 
This list might be extended almost 
indefinitely, but, the instances cited 
are sufficient to show that where lands 
can be irrigated it is almost impossi­ 
ble to overestimate the productive­ 
ness of Los Angeles soil. With few 
exceptions, irrigation is absolutely 
necessary, and the sooner farmers ap­ 
preciate this fact the better for the 
county.—[Mutual Aid.

The Secretary of the Treasury in his 
report, says the credit of the country 
is in good standing. He recommends 
economy and reduction of appropria­ 
tions; also additional judicious taxa­ 
tion rather than a resort to borrowing. 
He denounces the proposition to in­ 
flate tlie currency, and says a return 
to a permanent specie basis should be 
kept constantly in view. For the re­ 
maining three-quarters of the current 
fiscal year, It Is estimated the receipts 
will be, from customs, $111,000,000; 
sales of public lands, $500,000; Internal 
Revenue. $60,000,000; tax on National 
Banks, $3,200,000; Pacific Railroads, 
$300,000; Customs, finances, etc., $8,­ 
000,000; (Consular, patent and other 
fees, $1,300,000; sules of public proper­ 
ty, $1,000,000; miscellaneous sources, 
$2,000,000. Total, $187,100,000. For 
the same period it is estimated ex­ 
penditures will be for civil expenses, 
$1,525,000; foreign intercourse, $1,100,­ 
000; Indians, $6,500,000; pensions, $21,­ 
870,000; military establishment, $34,­ 
000,000; naval, establishment, $18,000,­
